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and White Aryan 
Resistance Sued 
| for Murder

The Southern Poverty Law Center 
and the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B’rith filed suit in Federal court 
in Portland, Oregon charging that Tom 
Metzger and his White Aryan Resis- 
tance (WAR) incited racist skinheads 
in Oregon to beat an Ethiopian man to 
death in Portland last November. 

The suit, filed in October, 1989, 
charges that the two racist skinheads, 
both of whom pleaded guilty to the 
attack in which Mulugeta Seraw was 
beaten and stomped to death, were 
incited to racist violence by the San 
Diego-based white supremacist leader 
Tom Metzger-and his son John. 

Tom Metzger, the 50-year-old 
leader of WAR, has been one of the 
most influential figures on the na- 
tional white supremacist scene in the 
last decade. Several years ago he 
began fronting his son John Metzger, 
21, to organize young people. 

John Metzger received nation-wide 
attention last year when he and other 
skinheads appeared on Geraldo 
Rivera’s TV show and started the 
infamous brawl in which Geraldo’s 
nose was broken. John Metzger is 
president of the White Student Union, 
also known as the Aryan Youth Move- 
ment/WAR Youth and works with the

Chuck D’s ironic reference con- 
trasted the Public Enemy controversy 
with the media’s nonchalance toward 
Guns n’ Roses vocalist Axl Rose’s 
anti-black, anti-gay comments in 
Rolling Stone August 10. Rose’s 
cover-story interview was a shocker, 
but his comments were consistent 
with the lyrics he defended, from G n' 
R's “One in a Million: 

“Police and niggers, that’s right 

Get outta my way 

Don't need to buy none 

Of your gold chains today” 

and 

“Immigrants and faggots 

They make no sense to me 

They come to our country 

And think they’ ll do as they please 

Like start some mini-Iran or spread 
some fuckin’ disease.”

Rose tells of being 
chased from a 7-11 store by “a six- 
foot-tall Iranian with a butcher knife,” 
so he’s got the right to sing the Na- 
tional Front blues. 

He’s had “bad experiences with 
homosexuals,” too, hence the “fag- 
gots” line. But despite the anti-gay 
lyrics Rose protests he’s only “pro- 
heterosexual. I can’t get enough of 
women. I’m not into gay or bisexual 
experiences. But that’s hypocritical of 
me, because I'd rather see two women 
together than just about anything else. 
That happens to be my personal, fa- 
vorite thing." 

Rose's racist and anti-gay lyrics 
and statements remain largely ignored 
by the mass media. Many radio sta- 
tions, especially in the South and 
Midwest, broadcast “One in a Mil- 


lion,” with the word “fucking” 


bleeped out, but leave words like 
“nigger” and “faggot” uncut.

Each was charged Vn Second 
degree robbery, second-degree assault 
and fourth-degree grand larceny, 
which carry maximum penalties of 
five to 15 years in prison. 

In his statement to police, one of 
the group's leaders, Timothy Waite, of 
Rochester, said: “Basically, what we 
believe is that we do not like blacks or 
homosexuals.” 

Police said it appears the attacks 
were only against gay men so far. 

Another suspect, 16-year-old An- 
drew Johnroe of Pittsford, told police: 
“Gay bashing is when we lure a gay 
guy into our path and jump him. 
Sometimes his wallet gets stolen, but 
mostly we just beat him up bad.” 





BLACK PEOPLES’ 
LIFESPAN GETTING 
SHORTER 


The death rate of Black men be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 44 is three 
times that of white men in the same 
age group. Between 15 and 44, 31 out 
of every 1,000 Black men died in 
1986. 


“We have no information that 


would lead us to believe that there has 


been any improvement since 1986.” 
said Pitt. “In fact, we have more to in- 
dicate that it’s only gotten worse in 
1988 and 1989.” 

Some of the causes are well-known 
and documented. Since 1984, homi- 
cide has been the leading cause of 
death for Black males ages 15 to 24. 
Ad to that drug-related deaths and 
AIDS: In 1987 and 1988, Black men 
were stricken by AIDS at a rate of 
29.9 per 100,000, as opposed to 9.7 
per 100,000 for white men. 

Wade W. Nobles, a social psy- 
chologist and professor of Black Stud- 
ies at S.F. State, called it “genocide.” 
In a recent writing for the Urban 





League’s “The State of Black America 
1989,” he says that the prevalence of 
drugs in the Black community, with 
its concomitant violence, has served 
to reduce the quantity and quality of 
Black life. 

“Substance abuse,” Nobles wrote, 
“in many ways is becoming an Ameri- 
can condition. However, in relation to 
the African-American community, 
substance abuse can be judged as ... 
an instrument of genocide.” 


CANADIAN NAZIS 


Over the past year there has been a 
significant increase in racist, anti-gay 
and anti-Semiticactivity in Canada, 
much of it linked to Nazi skinheads. 


| There have also been more skinhead 


rallies, increased recruitment and 
military training, often under the in- 
fluence of the white-supremacist Na- 
tionalist Party of Canada and former 
Canadian Nazi Party leaders. 

Racist skinheads are responsible 
for a series of racist and anti-Semitic 
beatings, robberies and graffiti in 
Toronto and Montreal, and the much- 
publicized Nazi skinhead gathering in 
Minden, Ontario. 

Ottawa has seen a rapid increase in 
anti-gay violence, much of it linked to 
skinheads. In the last five months 


there have been beatings, stabbings 


and at least two murders in the gay 
community attributed to skinheads. 
Human rights groups and gay and

TIME MAGAZINE 
APOLOGIZES 


London, Summer, 1989—Time 
Magazine published a full-page apol- 
ogy for an advertisement in its British 
edition that featured faded red swasti- 
kas and the slogan: “Poor use of color 
can ruin your presentation.” 

The magazine blamed its failure to 
pull the ad on “a lapse,” while the 
advertiser and the ad agency admitted 
bad judgment and expressed regret for 
causing any offense. 

The full-page ad was placed by 
The Presentation Co., A London firm 
that offers expertise in image en- 
hancement through graphics. 

The ad showed the kind of micro- 
phoned podium used by Nazi leaders 
to address crowds, with two large 
swastikas in the background. 

“Using inappropriate colors can 
completely take the edge off an ag- 
gressive presentation,” the ad said in 


part, offering to show “How special 
effects can excite a flagging audience” 
and “How symbols can be used to 


| explain ideas.” 


“We can’t promise to get your 
name in the history books, but it 
should find its way into a client’s 


| notebook,” the ad said.

Miles Johnson, a director of The 
Presentation Co., said it was “obvi- 
ously a terrible error.” “We wrongly 
weren't aware of the distress that it 
would cause a lot of people,” Johnson 
said. 

Anita Blandford, in charge of 
Time’s British sales, said the ad “kind 
of slipped through the system.” Like 
all Time International material, the ad 
was sent to New York headquarters 
for approval, but the reproductions

when Tarrant was sent to prison last 
December to serve two years for theft.

White Aryan Resistance. Metzger 
didn't mention that his old friend 
Louis Beam, who lives in Dallas, used 
to be the Grand Dragon of the Texas 
KKK, led military training sessions on 
the LBJ Grasslands in Texas, and 
allegedly received millions of dollars 
from the Order's stolen loot.

FEDERAL CIVIL RIGHTS 


Anaheim, CA.—Dozens of gay 
rights activists stormed a hotel to 
protest a “traditional values” sympo- 
sium where a U.S. civil rights official 
delivered a racist, anti-gay speech. 

About 35 protestors with clenched 
fists chanted and blew police whistles 
as they entered the lobby of the Pan 
Pacific Hotel October 7. 

They sat on the floor for less than 
an hour before police wearing leather 
or surgical gloves led them away for 
identification checks. No arrests were 
made. 

The sit-in was part of a larger dem- 
onstration at the hotel against the West 
Coast Symposium on Homosexuality 
and Public Policy Implications, held 
by the California Coalition for Tradi- 
tional Values. 

The day’s major address was by 
William B. Allen, chairman of the 
U.S. Commission on Civil Rights. 
Allen’s topic was “Blacks, Animals 
and Homosexuals: What is a Minor- 
ity?” The day before his speech, the 
Washington D.C.-based commission, 
with Allen dissenting, branded the 
title of the speech “thoughtless, dis- 
gusting and unnecessarily inflamma- 
tory.” Mr. Allen has since resigned.

RACISTS ATTACK 
INTEGRATION 


An integrated couple who found a 
racist slur spray-painted on a fence at 
their home in an Atlanta suburb said 
the vandalism won't scare them away. 
*T'm not frightened of anything," said 
Elizabeth Chitwood, 61. 

Chitwood, who is white, said she 
has lived at her home for 43 years. 
Her husband, John, 59, who is Black, 
has lived with her there since they 
married 12 years ago. 
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The couple found 
the words “Get out of 
Forest Park Nigger, KKK” spray- 
painted in 2-foot-tall black letters on 
their fence in July. Forrest Park police 
said they have made no arrests in the 
incident. 

Later in July a Black person’s car 
was vandalized and a Klan calling 
card left on the windshield. In August 
“Nigger Go Home” was spray-painted 
on the car of a Black person living in 
Stone Mountain. 

A cross was burned September 21 
at the home of a Black family moving 
into a racially-mixed neighborhood in 
Jonesboro, Georgia. According to the 
Georgia Neighbors Network other 
Black families in the area had experi- 
enced similar incidents when they 
first moved in. 

In North Toledo, Ohio a biracial 
couple, Lee and Christina Pasker, 
were assaulted with rocks, bottles and 
baseball bats in a parking lot. Three 
white men yelled racist slurs and 
vulgarities during the assault. 


STONE MOUNTAIN 
KLAN RALLY 


Over 300 KKK members, Nazis 
and racist skinheads from 17 states 
marched in Gainesville, GA on Sep- 
tember 2, 1989. About 400 attended 
the nighttime cross-burning in nearby 
Stone Mountain. ;

Speakers included Richard Butler 
of the Aryan Nations, who hosted the 
Hitler Centennial at his Idaho com- 
pound in April; Edward Fields, long- 
time Nazi and Klan leader; James 
Farrands, the Shelton, CT-based 
leader of the KKK; Thom Robb, spiri- 
tual advisor to racists of every stripe, 
and Dave Holland, leader of the 
Southern White Knights. 

Tom Metzger told his followers to 
stay away from the “costumed” public 
marches because “white separatists 
live in an occupied country.” 


NORTH CAROLINA 
KKK WANTS A 
HIGHWAY 


Raleigh, NC—September, 1989— 
A Ku Klux Klan chapter applied to 
take part in North Carolina’s Adopt-a- 
Highway litter program, in which 
volunteers get a stretch of road to 
keep clean and a road sign with their 
name on it. 

The request came from the Rock- 
ingham County chapter of The Invis- 
ible Empire Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan. “I feel it is our constitutional 
right to adopt a highway,” said the 
Exalted Cyclops of the chapter. 

Under the Adopt-a-Highway 
progam, weekend volunteers from 
4,669 civic groups, businesses and 
neighborhoods pick up litter from 
more than 10,000 miles of road. 

The North Carolina KKK gained 
notoriety when they joined with Nazis 
in 1979 and murdered five anti-Klan 
activists at an anti-racist rally. The 
murderers were acquitted by an all- 
white jury when they claimed they 
had opened fire on the crowd because 


they were communists and not be- 
cause of the race of the protestors.

November 3, 1989 marks the tenth 


| anniversary of the murder of five anti- 


Klan activists in Greensboro, NC. 
Eight others were wounded when a 
car caravan of Klansmen and Nazis 
stopped a 1979 anti-Klan rally in the 
Black community of Greensboro, 
pulled weapons from their cars and 
began firing. Even though four televi- 
sion cameras recorded the whole se- 
quence of events, all nine Klansmen 
and Nazis charged with murder were 
acquitted by an all-white jury. North 
Carolina has lead the nation in both 
Klan activity and acts of bigoted vio- 
lence since. 

This past July 28, Ming Hi Loo, a 
Chinese student, was beaten by two 
white men outside a bar in Raleigh. 
Loo died on July 31. According to 
North Carolinians Against Racist and 
Religious Violence (NCARRV), Loo 
and four Asian friends were in the 
pool room of the Cue-’n-Spirits bar 
when two brothers, Robert and Lloyd 
Piche, started harassing them. The 
attackers said they had lost a brother 
in the Vietnam War. 

Loo and his friends left the bar. 
The Piches followed them into the 
parking lot, where Robert Piche got a 
shotgun from his truck. When one of 
the Asian men knocked the shotgun 
from his hand, he returned with a 
pistol and beat Loo on the head. 


Anti-Gay Violence Exonerated 

On May 26 an all-white jury in 
Shelby, NC acquitted former White 
Patriot Party member Doug Sheets of 
the January 1987 murder of three gay 
men. Sheets was named by other 
White Patriot Party members as one 
of the four men responsible for the

Geffen Records, G n' R's record 
company, is concerned only about 
Geffen’s bottom line. As long as 
Geffen’s getting its slice, racism, sex- 
ism, immigrant-bashing and homo- 
phobia are fine with them. Since Gef- 
fen regularly works with performers 
on everything from packaging to song 
choices, it obviously doesn’t expect 
Rose’s racism and homophobia to hurt 
sales. 

Rose indicated in his interview that 
racial epithets represent artistic free- 
dom, a position echoed by Geffen. 
According to Bryn Bridenthal, Geffen 
Records’ director of media and artist 
relations, “There were a lot of discus- 
sions about “One in a Million” and if 
it were totally a label decision, the 
decision would probably have been 
not to release it. But if you’re going to 
start censoring your artists it’s going 
to damage your relationship. There’s 
always somebody who’s going to 
release it, and if you’ve got an artist 
like Guns N’ Roses, you want to keep 
the relationship with the company.” 
As the saying goes—money talks, 
nobody walks. 

Interestingly, Geffen also released 
Andrew Dice Clay’s album, “Dice,” 
produced by its Def American subsidi- 
ary. Clay is a comedian whose stan- 
dard fare consists of vulgar jokes with 
vicious put-downs of women, gays, 
Blacks and Japanese people. Clay’s 
album was deemed so controversial 
that no Geffen information appears

anywhere on the package. The com- 
pany must be laughing all the way to 
the bank. 

In an attempt to do some damage 
control G n’ R volunteered to play at 
an AIDS benefit in New York. But the 
“One in a Million” lyrics about “fag- 
gots” who “spread some fuckin’ dis- 
ease” got Gn’ R bounced from the 
program by the Gay Men’s Health 








Crisis, one of the groups involved in 





putting on the show. Rose disagreed 
with the decision. “I don’t feel they 


| have the right to deny the money and 

| attention they would have gotten from 
| us playing. It's pride, it's ignorant, and 
| it's childish." 


Despite the coverage the GMHC 
rebuff earned in the national media, 
Rose's Rolling Stone remarks gar- 
nered no response from the press 
(including Rolling Stone) that leapt to 
cover Professor Griff's outburst. 
Rose's superstar status and Rolling 
Stone's large circulation mean this 
interview reached far more people, 
especially young people, than Griff's 
remarks to the Washington Star, the 
Rev. Sun Myung Moon's newspaper, 
which ignited the Public Enemy furor. 

Rolling Stone picked up Public 
Enemy's anti-Semitism as news. But 
it saw no equivalent scandal in Rose's 
racism, misogyny, homophobia, and 
immigrant bashing—just wisdom 
from a superstar. Rose got superstar 
treatment from Rolling Stone, too. He 
bargained for months with the maga- 
zine, refusing interviews unless he 
appeared on the cover, unless his 
friend Del James did the interview, 
and unless pal, Robert John, took the 
photos.

Skrew- 
driver became internationally famous 
when it started doing benefits for 
Britain’s ultra-racist National Front. 
Tan Stuart, Skrewdriver's lead singer, 
recently split from the National Front 
because he finds them too liberal. He 
names Hitler as his hero and identifies 
himself as a Nazi. In a recent WAR 
interview Stuart says American skin- 
head and heavy metal bands have 
potential to become more effective 
political tools. 

Metzger's telephone hotline, Aryan 
Update, lionizes G n’ R as “white 
man’s music,” and suggests that other 
fascists consider the tactic of distribut- 
ing newspapers and flyers at Gn’ R 
concerts. 

Geffen Records still loves its racist, 
sexist, anti-gay moneymakers. Asked 
to comment on the Rolling Stone 
interview, Geffen’s Bridenthal said, “I 
wouldn’t have anything else to add in 
addition to it. I don't think there's 
anything left unspoken."

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Keysville Krackers Fight 
Election in 50 Years

eysville, Georgia, has no 
running water, sewage sys- 


tem, street lights, or fire 
protection, and no chance 


to get these things without a city gov- 


ernment. But if it’s going to take a 
Black mayor and city council to bring 
Keysville into the twentieth century, 
then the town’s white residents don’t 
want these improvements—that old- 
time racism is good enough for them. 
Keysville’s white minority may 
fight all the way up to the Supreme 
Court to keep the town from electing 
its first city officials in over 50 years. 
Keysville hasn’t had a government 
since 1933, when, according to the 
Atlanta Constitution, white residents 
“read the handwriting on the wall (the 
growing black electorate) and decided 
to stop having elections.” Keysville’s 
population of roughly 280 is now 
between 80 and 90 per cent Black. 


FIRST ELECTION IN 50 
YEARS 

The issue surfaced in 1985 when 
one of the community’s two small 
grocery stores sought a license to sell 
beer. Within an incorporated town, 
which Keysville is, a license is re- 
quired. But without a government, ` 
there was no one to issue the license. 

Black residents investigated the 
problem and found that, if Keysville 
had an elected town council. it could 
issue licenses, collect taxes, and mote 


importantly, apply for grants for civic 


lines. À city government could also 
encourage economic development in 
the town whose economy is domi- 
nated by a single employer, a white- 
owned nursing home. 


“We’re a town with no hope, no 
jobs for young people—and if a house 
catches on fire, it just burns,” said 
Emma Gresham, a retired teacher ex- 
plaining her decision to run for mayor. 

Gresham was asked by the 
Keysville Community Club to run for 
office after she and other members, 
mostly Black women, consulted with 
Georgia state officials on how Keys- 
ville’s city government could be reac- 
tivated. On the advice of state Attor- 
ney General Mike Bowers, Keysville 
residents held a town meeting to se- 
lect election superintendents. After 
being sworn in by a probate judge, the 
new superintendents called for an 
election to be held in January, 1986. 




















Only six candidates, all of them 
Black, ran for mayor and the five 
council seats. 


WHITES TRY TO BLOCK 
ELECTION 


With all candidates running unop- 
posed, Georgia law allowed them to 
take office without an election being 
held. Keysville’s residents re- ` 

USCA TO’ Participate it the Cie On; 
and instead filed a petition in the 
state's superior court to block the 
election. Five hours after being sworn 
in, the new city officials were slapped 
with an injunction preventing them 
from assuming office. 

The white residents' 
petition rested on Keys- 
ville's misty history. Keys- 
ville's whites contend that 
the election was invalid 
because the town's bounda- 
ries are unknown, making it 
impossible to assemble a list 
of eligible voters. The 1890 
town charter set the town's 
boundaries at a one-mile 
radius from the Keysville 
schoolhouse—which was 
destroyed in a storm in 
1895. The location of the 
schoolhouse is disputed. But 
Burke County Commis- 
sioner and voting rights 
activist Herman Lodge 
charged that opponents of 
reactivating the town gov- 
ernment are motivated by 
“pure racism.” 


WHERE WAS THE 
SCHOOLHOUSE? 


Tradition among the Black popula- 
tion places the schoolhouse next to the 
Methodist church—giving Keysville a 
population of 450, 70% Black. Whites 
claim another location for the school, 
which would create boundaries which 
set the population at 240 and the 
Black-white ratio at 50/50. 

Several Black elected officials, 
church leaders, students, civil rights 
activists, and some media have ex- 
pressed support for Keysville’s Black 
voters. Anne Braden of the Southern 
Organizing Committee for Economic 
Justice, an anti-racist organization, 
speaking at a Keysville church in 
October, 1986, said, “My fate as a 
white person and the fate of my chil- 
dren is really dependent on the 












struggle of Black people for justice 
and freedom.” Ata rally two months 
later in Keysville, Georgia State Rep- 
resentative Tyronne Brooks of Atlanta 
called the move to reactivate Keys- 
ville's municipal government *the 
most significant political battle at the 
moment in the state." 

In March, 1987, Keysville resi- 

( K ne a LOL In Atianta 
demanding that Georgia Governor Joe 
Frank Harris appoint at least a tempo- 
rary local government for Keysville. 
A month later Keysville residents 
sued the governor charging that Harris 
had violated federal law by refusing to 
appoint a slate of governing officials 
for the town. 


PUBLIC SUPPORT 


Speaking at a press conference in 
support of the lawsuit, Joseph Lowery, 
president of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, said, “We 
have a new sweep toward the elimina- 
tion of the rights of Black people in 
this country.” Attorney Lewis Pitts of 
the Christic Institute, a public interest 
law firm, stated, “The State of 
Georgia’s inaction and feeble excuses 
are classic examples of institutional 
racism.” 

However, Attorney General Bow- 
ers advised Harris not to act in the 
situation until the boundary dispute 
could be settled by action in the Geor- 
gia Legislature. 

Bowers reversed himself in Au- 
gust, 1986, calling the boundary dis- 
pute ended after 93-year-old Henry 
Key of Keysville took Bowers to the 
lot which in the Black community’s 
tradition is the site of the former 
schoolhouse. Bowers said that the 
boundary dispute was settled, clearing 
the way for a new election. Rep. 
Brooks and the Keysville residents 
claimed “victory” in the dispute, as 
the townspeople gathered outside the 
small Mount Tabor African Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

Mayoral candidate Emma Gresham 
and the original five Black city coun- 
cil members, who had been barred 
from office in 1985, reentered the 
race. But white residents did not give 
up, running their own slate of 





- candidates and pressing for a court 


order to halt the new election, set for 
January 4, 1988. 

On New Year’s eve, 1987, days 
before the election, Superior Court 






Judge Albert Pickett issued an injunc- 
tion halting the proceedings until the 
Georgia State Legislature could deter- 
mine Keysville’s exact city limits, but 
the election was held when a federal 
judge threw out Pickett’s order. 
Winning the election easily, the 
town’s Black leaders went to work to 
secure funding for municipal im-

$64,000 city well and water system, 
financed through grants. Efforts are 
underway to secure a building for use 
| bythe county health department dur- 
ing its monthly visits to Keysville. 
The city is receiving help from the 
Green Thumb Program, which hires 
unemployed or low income citizens to 
provide secretarial support in the city 
hall, and clean up and beautify the 
city by planting shrubs and flowers. 

White residents are still demanding 
that the Justice Department enforce 
the original injunction to stop the 
election. 

Meanwhile, the town's largest 
business, a white-owned nursing 
home, refused to pay the $65 business 
license fee levied by the city. Attor- 
neys for the home said that the city 
cannot charge a license fee because it 
cannot determine with certainty 
whether a business is or is not located 
within the town boundaries.

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Racist Scientist Dies 40 
Years After His Own Brain

William B. Shockley, a Nobel- 
prize winning scientist who also 
strove to prove Blacks genetically 
inferior to whites, died August 12 of 
cancer in Palo Alto, California. 

Shockley was the "respectable" 
godfather of the resurgent “eugenics 
movement” which argues that behav- 
ioral traits are genetically determined. 
They claim these traits can be modi- 
fied by controlled breeding. Thus,

they advocated compulsory steriliza- 
tion for criminals, sex deviants, and 
the “feebleminded.” 

In the U.S. this movement was, and | 
is, supported by professors in prestig- | 
ious schools such as Harvard, Colum- | 
bia and Stanford. Financial support 
came from major American founda- 
tions like Rockefeller and Carnegie.

S Talon laws as well as harsh 
criminal codes. Over thirty states 
passed eugenic sterilization laws and 
some 70,000 Americans were steril- 
ized under these laws. In Europe the 
eugenics movement culminated in 
Nazi breeding farms and death camps. 

A new eugenics movement has 
reemerged along with the neo-Nazis 
and appears to be particularly active 





land and South Africa. The aim of this 
movement is a world of “racially pure 
stocks” living in separate geographic 
areas, with strict apartheid practiced 





in areas where racial groups share one 
geographic land mass. Some eugeni- 
cists openly advocate the elim‘nation 
of all non-white races, Jews, and 
homosexuals. 


SCIENCE? 


It is precisely this unfounded 
speculation passing as science that 
leading white supremacists, like Tom 
Metzger of WAR (White Aryan Resis- 
tance) or Louis Beam (Texas KKK), 
refer to when they assert the “scien- 
tifically proven inferiority of Blacks” 
as part of their argument for white 
supremacy and Black genocide. 

Indeed, Shockley had proposed a 
plan to sterilize “genetically disadvan- 
taged” people to prevent the decline 
of the world’s racially and intellectu- 
ally superior stock. 

Shockley used the results of intelli- 
gence tests that produced lower scores 
for Blacks. But educational experts 
disagree, noting most IQ tests are 
biased toward white, middle class 
cultural and economic experiences, 
and lower test scores reflect cultural 
and economic disparities (New York 
Times, 8/14/89). 

Shockley gained credibility by 
creating the transistor, a feat that won 
him a Nobel prize in 1956. But he 
regarded his research supporting the 
“superiority of the white race” as 
more important, and worked on it 
until his death. 

Shockley’s opinions are printed in 
may different textbooks used at scores 
of universities, along with those of 
other racist scientists and eugenicists, 
like Arthur Jensen and T.E. Bouchard.

Shockley’s death. Tom Metzger’s 
racist rag, WAR, writes, “White Aryan 
Resistance honors this great Aryan 
and adds Dr. William Shockley to the 
long list of martyr saints of our great 
White race.” 

Unfortunately, his genes are not as 
dead as he is. In a manner chillingly 
reminiscent of Hitler’s genetic plan, 
he repeatedly donated sperm samples 
for freezing in a sperm bank to guar- 
antee the continuation of “geniuses” 
in the world.

Geronimo Prati: Update 


December 8, 1989 began the 20th year of incarceration for Black political 
prisoner Geronimo ji Jaga Pratt. This was a year marked by increased interna- 
tional recognition of Pratt’s case (and the existence of other political prisoners in 
the US) and by increased repression against Pratt. 

The Oakland Tribune, an influential Bay Area paper, called for a new trial in 
a September editorial. Amnesty International reported that “Pratt may have been 
denied a fair trial on account of his political activities” and noted the extensive 
evidence of FBI covert actions against Pratt that has surfaced since his original 


trial, almost 20 years ago. 


Amnesty International asked the Governor of California to initiate an inquiry 
into Pratt’s case. A 28-minute video “Geronimo Pratt” has been shown in Tanza- 
nia, Zimbabwe, Cuba and the USSR. Human rights activists in Britain, West 
Germany, France and Uruguay are taking up the case of Geronimo ji Jaga Pratt. 

In the face of growing support the US government has increassed its repres- 
sion of Geronimo Pratt. In July, 1989, the 9th Circuit Court of Appeals in San 
Francisco refused to hear Pratt’s appeal for the second time. The California Pa- 
role Board met in August, 1989 and denied Pratt parole for the 9th time, disre- 
garding the recommendations of every prison staff psychologist and counselor 
supporting his release. In addition, Parole Board member David Brown accused 
Pratt of being a heroin user. Pratt is well-known throughout the prison system 
for his anti-drug stance. This attack on the reputation and character of one of 
America’s best-known political prisoners came at a time when Pratt’s case was 


getting international recognition. 


Pratt was transferred out of San Quentin Prison without warning and moved 
to Folsom Prison, where staff members made threats on his life. Pratt’s lawyers 
fought to have him returned to San Quentin, but within a month he was moved 
again to Tehachapi Prison in southern California. Now six hours away from his 
family, legal and political support and continually harassed and locked down, 
Geronimo remains comitted to his struggle for justice.

are one of the most violent racist skin- 
head gangs in the country, known for 
their alliance with WAR and the racist 


- Metzger family. 


Also named in the civil suit are two 
members of the Portland skinhead 
group called East Side White Pride, 
Kenneth Mieske, (also known as Ken 
Death) and Kyle Brewster.Both 
pleaded guilty to manslaughter 
charges in the death of Mulegeta 
Seraw, in Portland last November. Mr. 
Seraw, 27, was beaten with a baseball 
bat and other weapons and stomped so 
severely that he died in a hospital 
shortly afterward. 

Brewster, 20, was sentenced to 20 
years in prison and Mieske, 24 was 
sentenced to life in prison. A third 
defendant Steven Strasser awaits trial 
and was not named in the suit. 

The suit charges that in October 
1988, about a month before the attack 
on Mr. Seraw, John Metzger “con- 
tacted defendant Kenneth Mieske and 
East Side White Pride in Portland,” as 
part of a skinhead organizing effort. 

The suit says the Metzgers later 
sent organizers to Portland with racist 
materials, “specifically encouraging 
skinheads to use baseball bats, steel- 
toed boots and other weapons” in 
assaults on Blacks and Jews. 

The suit also maintains that on 
November 12, 1988, the day before 
the fatal beating, at the direction of 
the Metzgers, their organizers “en- 
couraged members of East Side White 
Pride to commit violent acts against 
blacks and others to promote white 
supremacy.”

between May 1988 and May 1989. 
More than 5546 of these crimes were 
committed by racist skinheads. 

Racist skinhead gangs are a grow- 
ing problem in Portland. Anti-racist 
activists estimate there are between 
80—150 known racist skinheads active 
in Portland, and gangs like East Side 
White Pride, Northern Hammer 
Skins, WARskins and POWAR (Pres- 
ervation of the White American Race), 
to name a few, work closely with 
Metzger and WAR. 

Anti-racists report more than 150 
racially motivated incidents occurred 
in the 10 months since Seraw's death, 
including at least 20 different inci- 
dents of assault, harassment and other 
criminal conduct during the month of 
August alone. In one incident two 
Black men were assaulted by three 
skins with baseball bats. In another 
incident, ten skins armed with razors 


and bats occupied a public park claim- 


ing to “defend the park from crack 
dealers.” In another incident six skin- 
head women, called “skin-chicks” by 
their men, attacked a young Latina 
woman. 

Dave Mazzella, vice-president of 
the Aryan Youth Movement, and a 
WAR associate, was organizing racist 
skins in Portland at the time of 
Seraw’s death. In recent months he 
has been noticeably absent, and is not 
named in the civil suit. Researchers 
believe he may have turned over in- 
formation to the police in an effort to 
save his own skin. 


SAME AS KKK SUIT 

The suit asks for unspecified 
monetary damages, including punitive 
damages as a “means of punishing the 
defendants and deterring future outra- 
geous conduct of this kind.” 

The suit was brought on behalf of 
Mr. Seraw’s family and heirs. In a 
similar case resulting from the murder 
of a Black man by Ku Klux Klan 





members in Alabama in 1981; Beulah 
Mae Donald, the mother of the mur- 
dered man, Michael Donald, won a $7 
million judgment against the United 
Klans of America. The Klan was 
forced to turn over title to it s Tus- 
caloosa, Alabama Headquarters to Ms. 
Donald in order to meet the judge- 
ment. The building was sold for about 
$85,000 and the wages and property 
of some individual Klan members 
were attached by the court to further 
satisfy the judgement. 

Almost nine years after the 1981 
murder of Michael Donald, a 19-year- 
old Black man, one of the Klansmen 
responsible, Henry Hays is still ap- 
pealing his conviction. The other, 
James Knowles, who testified against 
the Klan, told how he and Hays ab- 
ducted Michael Donald, beat him and 
as he fought for his life, strangled 
him, slit his throat and ended their 
violent act in a ghastly fashion: they 
hanged his dead body from a tree. 

Michael Donald was murdered 
when two white men, Knowles and 
Hays stopped him, pretending to want

Mobile’s Black community, out-

| the white officials, organized a protest 


march attended by more than 10,000. 
After all this community pressure 
Black officials forced the Justice 
Department to do a second investiga- 
tion which broke the case. But the 
case didn't end with the two convic- 
tions. At a civil trial in February 1987, 
a jury found James Knowles guilty of 


| violating Donald's civil rights and 


awarded Mrs. Donald a $7 million 


| settlement against the United Klans of 


America and six of its members. 

The verdict, which ruled that the 
Ku Klux Klan is financially liable for 
the criminal acts of its members, set a 
precedent for other victims of political 
brutality. 


$20 MILLION CIVIL SUIT 

In September gay activists in 
Washington, D.C. filed a $20 million 
dollar lawsuit against members of the 
“skinhead movement” on behalf of 
Rodney Johnson, a gay man who was 
viciously beaten by skinheads. 

This is the first time someone who 
was gay-bashed has sued members of 
an organized group for civil damages. 

Johnson was beaten by skinheads 
who yelled “Die, faggot, die,” as they 
fractured his skull, ribs and shoulder 
with a baseball bat. Mark Hyder, one 
of the Nazi attackers, told The Wash- 
ington Post, that if Johnson had died, 
“I don’t think I would have felt any 
remorse about it.” 

The suit against the eight young 
Nazis, seven of whom were minors at 
the time of the attack, also targets 
their parents, holding them respon- 
sible for the acts of their children.

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John Brown at Harper’s Ferry: 


a new look at listory’s white lies

October 17, 1989, marks the 130th 
anniversary of John Brown’s raid on 
Harper’s Ferry—an appropriate time 
for No KKK! No Fascist USA! to 
give a few columns to the history 
of our committee’s namesake, 
the old man whose picture 
tops our front page. 


Official U.S. history 
chooses its heroes care- 
fully—from General 
Custer to Colonel 
North, from Dan'l 
Boone to Donald 
Trump, from Rob- 
ert B.-Lee*tosteee 
Iacocca — to glo- 
rify white domi- 
nanceoverthis con- 
tinent. In first grade, 
we're taught that 
Columbus discov- 
ered America, white 
settlers built a nation 
on no man's land, fa- 
therly Abe Lincoln freed 
the oppressed but passive, 
unresisting slaves. History 
textbooks shrug off Crazy 
Horse, Nat Turner, John Brown, 
Marcus Garvey, Malcolm X. 

History's white lies sketch John 
Brown as a nineteenth century Charles 
Manson, with piercing, fanatical eyes 
and shaggy beard, a madman imagin- 
ing himself a Biblical prophet, a 


Harper's Ferry as a doomed plan to 
bring freedom to reluctant slaves. 

But 1859 saw it differently. Black 
historian W. E. B. DuBois, in his book 
John Brown, writes: 

“Tf his foray was the work of a 
handful of fanatics, led by a lunatic 
and repudiated by the slaves...then 
the proper procedure would have been 
to ignore the incident, quietly punish 
the worst offenders and either pardon 
the misguided leader or send him to 
an asylum...While insisting that the 
raid was too hopelessly and ridicu- 
lously small to accomplish anything, 
the state nevertheless spent $250,000 
to punish the invaders, stationed three 
thousand soldiers in the vicinity and 
threw the nation into turmoil.” 

And, for trying to help slaves re- 
volt, John Brown was hanged. 


THE REAL BROWN 

The real Brown was a seasoned 
veteran of anti-slavery guerrilla war 
and a recognized leader of the Aboli- 
tionist movement in the United States 
and Canada, able to rouse popular 
support and raise large sums of money 
to help end slavery. While his raid on 
Harper’s Ferry was a military failure, 
it made America realize that slavery’s 
end would inevitably be violent. 

Early on, Brown realized slavery 
would only be defeated by Black 
revolt and war. In 1851, working with 
runaway slaves, he helped organize an 
armed self-defense group in Spring- 
field, Massachusetts, in response to 
the 1850 Fugitive Slave Act. This law, 
declaring that any alleged runaway 
slave could be seized and re-enslaved 
without trial or defense, gave all 
whites police power over blacks. 


Southern slaveowners publicized large 


rewards for returned slaves. Brown 
wrote to his group: 

“Hold on to your weapons, and 
never be persuaded to leave them, 
part with them, or have them far from 
you. Stand by one another and by 
your friends, while a drop of blood re-

— "free state — and s 
slavery forces. Kansas had been de- 
clared a free state in 1824, but the 
Kansas-Nebraska Act of 1854 revoked 
this status. The settlers' attempts to 
keep Kansas free through voting, ne- 
gotiations, and peaceful appeals to 
Congress were no match for pro- 
slavery mercenaries. The Missouri 
Border Ruffians—a southern pro- 
slavery army with 3,000 members— 
waged a terror campaign across the 
border, burning and pillaging anti- 
slavery settlements in Kansas. Farms 
and towns became armed camps of 
the anti-slavery Kansans and the pro- 
slavery Missourians who quickly 
moved in. Five of John Brown's sons 
moved their families to Kansas in 
1854 to help claim land for the anti- 
slavery settlers. Brown arrived in 
1855 with money and arms supplied 
by Abolitionists in the North. 

In spite of Brown's urgings, many 
Kansas settlers refused to arm, believ- 
ing that they could appeal to the 
southern slaveowners to change their 
ways, or that Congress would inter- 
vene. But Brown foresaw disaster if 
the slavers were not fought. 

Brown's views were influenced not 
only by what he saw when, disguised 
as a surveyor, he walked unnoticed 
through pro-slavery camps, hearing 
their plans to “whip, drive out, or kill” 
him and all Abolitionists. He was also 
influenced by the writings and 
speeches of Black leaders who de- 
manded the total destruction of slave- 
based power. David Walker’s Appeal 
had, in 1829, attacked the economics 
of slavery as the basis of white power 
in America. Walker called for resis- 
tance and Black self-government: 

“Our sufferings will come to an 
end in spite of all the Americans this 
side of eternity. Then we will want all 
the learning and talents among 
ourselves...to govern ourselves.” 

Reverend Henry Highland Garnet, 
in 1843, urged fellow Blacks to 











*. . arise, arise. Strike for your 
lives and liberties. Now is the day and 
hour. Let every slave throughout this 
land do this, and the days of slavery 


you are FOUR million." 
Brown tried to inspire 
anti-slavery Kansans to 
fight. But it was not 
until May 1856 that 
the free state set- 
tlers finally began 
to question their 
passive resis- 
tance. On May 
21, the Border 
Ruffians at- 
tacked and 
burned the 
town of Law- 
rence to the 
ground. There 
was virtually no 
defense. The set- 
tlers’ pacifism 
had left them un- 
prepared. 
Brown knew that 
without decisive action 
the free state forces 
would be wiped out. Gath- 
ering a small army, he made 
plans to attack the slavers at the 
town of Pottawatomie. W. E. B. 
DuBois describes Brown’s targets: 
“The men condemned were the 
worst of their kind. One was...a liquor 
dealer in whose wee dive the 


thief and a bu nn whose ST M Was 
insulting free state women. The third 
was the postmaster....Next came the 
probate judge who harried the free 
state men with warrants of all sorts, 
and lastly, three miserable drunken 
tools, formerly slavechasers, who 
were ready for any kind of evil.” 

Brown’s army visited each man at 
his home and roused him from bed. 
The five pro-slavery terrorists were 
brought to the woods, shot and 
stabbed with broadswords. 


HARPER’S FERRY 

Four months of successful guerrilla 
warfare followed Pottawatomie. The 
culmination of John Brown’s Kansas 
campaign came on August 30, 1856, 
at the Battle of Osawatomie, when 30 
of Brown’s troops fought off 400 pro- 
slavery troops. Seventy slavers were 
killed or wounded; five free state 
fighters died. It was a decisive battle 
in the drive to abolish slavery. 


are numbered... Remember that 
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Brown had been talking for years 
about a direct attack on the Southern 
slavocracy. He began gathering secret 
financial support from prominent New 
England Abolitionists. He traveled 
throughout the North, speaking to 
Abolitionist groups, about his plan to 
strike slavery a death blow. 

Brown’s plan was to seize an arse- 
nal and arm slaves. Brown was con- 
vinced that, even against regular army 
troops, a small force operating from a 
mountain stronghold could hold out 
indefinitely and provide sanctuary for 
freed slaves, who would be supplied 
with arms to fight until they won 
independence and freedom. 

Studying fortifications and military 
operations, John Brown decided that 
somewhere along the Allegheny 
Mountain chain a guerrilla force could 
achieve those objectives. He selected 
Harper’s Ferry, Virginia, the site of a 
large federal weapons complex. 


BROWN'S ARMY 

Brown spent 1857 recruiting his 
army: Kansas veterans, inexperienced 
white Northerners, Black Northerners, 
escaped slaves, and seven of his own 
relatives—three sons, a daughter, two 
sons-in-law, and a daughter-in-law. 

In May, 1858, Brown called his 
followers to a Constitutional Conven- 
tion in Ontario, Canada. The gathering 
unanimously adopted a "Provisional 
Constitution and Ordinances" to serve 
as the law of the land while the army

“We, Citizens of üa ai States, 
and the Oppressed People, who, by a 
recent decision of the Supreme Court 
are declared to have no rights which 
the White Man is bound to respect; 
together with all other people de- 
graded by the laws thereof, Do, for 
the time being ordain and establish 
for ourselves, the following Provi- 
sional Constitution and Ordinances, 
the better to protect our Persons, 
Property, Lives, and Liberties; and to 
govern our actions.” 

Brown was elected Commander in 
Chief of the new provisional army. 


THE RAID 

On the night of October 16, Brown 
led 21 men across the railroad bridge 
spanning the Potomac River and into 
the town of Harper’s Ferry. They took 
the town quickly and with little blood- 
shed. Brown took hostages and placed

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ithin hours of Huey 
Newton’s death, the 
place where he was shot 
was turned into a shrine 
as people left flowers, 
candles, pictures and 
poems. Tens of thousands of people 
filed by his casket; thousands came to 
the funeral, many standing for hours 
outside the packed church to hear the ` 
speakers inside remember Huey P. 
Newton and the Black Panther Party. 

Even the daily Oakland paper, 
which had treated news of Newton's 
murder as a sensationalist crime story, 
was forced by the outpouring of grief 
and anger at their racist coverage, to 
put the funeral on the front page. 

Newton's mourners paid tribute to 
a person, but also to what he stood 
for—the Black Panther Party, one of 
the most militant Black power organi- 
zations in US history. 


1966 YEAR OF THE PIG . 

Huey Newton and Bobby Seale 
founded the Black Panther Party in 
1966 while students at Merrit College 
in Oakland's Black community. 
Within two years every major Black 
city in the US had a BPP chapter— 
New York, Chicago, Detroit, Philadel- 
phia, Los Angeles, Newark, San Fran- 
cisco, Oakland and others. Thousands 
of Black people, mostly young, joined 
the Black Panther Party. And millions 
of Black people (and some whites) 
were inspired by the BPP's stand for 
Black liberation. 

'The Panthers patrolled the police, 
published a weekly newspaper, fed 
breakfast to thousands of hungry chil- 
dren, tested more Black people for 
sickle cell anemia than the US gov- 
ernment, popularized socialist revolu- 
tion and self-defense and touched 
Black people’s hunger for dignity, 
justice and self-determination. By >

GROWING POPULARITY 

The Panthers stood up for all Black 
people in a way that was bold, coura- 
geous and imaginative. Their integrity 
inspired millions of Black people, par- 
ticularly the young, to take a stand for 
Black liberation . 

The enormous popularity of the 
BPP reflected Black people’s frustra- 
tion with traditional roads to social 
change. Faced with the specter of 
thousands of militant Blacks demand- 
ing justice from a system that couldn’t 


deliver, the US government decided to | 


destroy the BPP. In 1969, J. Edgar 
Hoover, then head of the FBI, said the 
BPP represented the “most dangerous 
threat to US security in existence.” 
Thus began a program that included 
armed assaults, frame-up trials, mili- 
tary-style police actions, a campaign 
to undermine white support and psy- 
chological and physical terror. More 
than 30 Panther leaders were mur- 
dered by police, and over 300 jailed, 
in 1969 alone. Others were forced into 
exile, underground or out of politics. 
Some, like Geronimo Pratt, Sundiata 
Acoli and Dhoruba Moore, are in jail 
to this day. 


COINTELPRO 

The terror campaign unleashed on 
the BPP and other Black power or- 
ganizations was code-named COIN- 
TELPRO (counter-intelligence pro- 
gram). The FBI sent phoney letters to 
Panther leaders that sowed false divi- 
sions in the BPP and made real ones 
worse. These letters implied that this 
person was a police agent, or that 
person was cheating on their lover. 
The FBI’s political and military pro- 
gram to destroy the whole Black 
power movement and the BPP in 
particular, took its toll. By the mid- 
1970s the BPP broke into factions and 
finally went out of existence. 

At the funeral, the outpouring of 
love and respect for Huey’s memory 








and the BPP was joined with calls to 
rebuild the Black movement, as 
speaker after speaker pointed out how 
the conditions for Black people today 
are the same or worse than what the 
BPP was fighting to change twenty 
years ago. 


MEDIA REACTION 
The media reaction to the death of 
Huey Newton is just one more indica-

tion of the tremendous gulf that exists 
between Black and white people in 
America. 

While Blacks were mourning the 
loss of an historic figure—whom 
many place in the pantheon of the 
Black Liberation struggle alongside 
Martin Luther King, Jr. and Malcolm 
X—white opinion, by and large, was 
that Huey Newton was little more 
than a common criminal who finally

While Black people concentrated 
on remembering Newton’s life 
work—and the central role of the 
Black Panther Party in elevating the 
civil rights struggle to a new level of 
intensity and self-sufficiency—the . 
focus in the mainstream media was on 
Huey Newton's fall, using the tragic 
circumstances of his death to indict 
the meaning of his life. 


BEYOND CIVIL RIGHTS 

The white media was shocked to 
see that Black people, even assimi- 
lated, middle-class Black people, 
would not join in the chorus denounc- 
ing Newton posthumously for his call 
to arms of the 1960s. Even if they felt 
some qualms about the Panther's 
tactics, most Black people, arid espe- 
cially the young, rejoiced in their 
hearts that people like Huey Newton 
dared to go beyond non-violent civil 
disobedience and claim for Black 
people the constitutional right of 
armed self-defense. 

A mourner at Newton's funeral 
said, “He was the first person who 
told me to be proud of being Black. 
Who cares whether or not he was a 
good man in terms of how he died? 
His death just showed the extent of 


| how defeated he was in his struggle.” 


One day after Huey Newton was 
gunned down on the streets of West 
Oakland, three Black teenagers in 
New York City went to the Ben- 
sonhurst section of Brooklyn to look 
at a used car for sale. They were bru- 
tally attacked by a gang of more than 
a dozen young whites armed with 
baseball bats and guns. Two of the 
Black kids escaped with their lives, 
but 16-year-old Yusef Hawkins was 
shot in the chest and killed. 

His crime? The white kids thought 
that a neighborhood girl was dating 
Blacks and Puerto Ricans, and that

Back in Oakland, Huey Newton's 
funeral march carried two coffins. 
One for Huey and one for Yusef 
Hawkins.

I'd like to say that Huey P. Newton 
was a great leader for Black people, 
for our Struggle of independence and 
self-determination.

Also, I think people should learn 
lessons from the kind of war which is 
being waged upon our liberation ef- 
forts—our efforts to be free—when 
our leaders are victimized and become 
targets of psychological warfare.

NAPO COMMENTS ON THE FLAG

Across the North American Empire 
(USA) and in the U.S. Congress many 
whites and a few negroes now clamor 
for a Constitutional Amendment to 
protect the United States flag from 
burning by protestors. This contro- 
versy arises in the aftermath of a nar- 
row 5-4 decision by the United States 
Supreme Court, recognizing the right 
of a protestor to burn the US flag. 

Mike Alexander of the Jackson 
Advocate in Mississippi observed, 
“The signs of coming danger are 
looming. While President Bush leads 
the charge to make burning the flag 
unconstitutional, racist hate groups are 
growing, arming themselves, burning 
crosses—the supposedly more sacred 
symbol of a Christian nation—with 
impunity. To this current and pending 
violence, the president has pretended 
to be blind. Do we hold a secular 
symbol, the flag, above the cross.” 

Alexander’s comments reflect the 
thinking of many New Afrikans 
(Blacks). Moreover, even those who 
are less concerned about religious

implications of burning a cross under- 
stand it’s status as the symbol of white 
racist terror. 

Few New Afrikans support an anti- 
US flag burning amendment. Many 
feel it’s ridiculous or are indifferent to 
it. In other words, many don’t give a 
damn about the pompous symbol. 

New Afrikan communities are 
severely afflicted with police terror, 
poverty, drugs, crime, AIDS, gang 
violence and other forms of social and 
economic oppression. White suprema- 
cist violence and overt white suprem- 
acy is once again on the rise. The 
United States Government, the politi- 
cal agent of the forces which have 
caused our wretched conditions, offers 


no rational solutions. These apologists 


for white supremacy offer us more 
prisons, less viable jobs and laws 
which legalize executions. Police have 
always conducted summary execu- 
tions of New Afrikans on the streets 
and in our homes without the benefit 
of laws. So the absence of capital 
punishment laws have been but a 
small inconvenience to the 
government’s efforts to eliminate 
large numbers of us under the cover of 
law enforcement. 





We are told that if we send more of 
our children to prison, work harder for 
less and condone government spon- 
sored racially discriminatory capital 
punishment, things will get better. In 
fact, over the last twenty years the 
number of New Afrikans in prison has 
more than doubled. The US incarcer- 
ates more blacks than any other state 
in the world, including South Africa. 
Over fifty percent of all people ever 
executed in the US have been New 
Afrikans, and more than forty percent 
of those on death row right now are 
New Afrikans. Things are not getting 
better. Conditions are getting worse. 
Relative to whites the average New 
Afrikan income is the lowest in 20 
years. In actual dollars, we made less 
this year than we did last year. 

If burning a flag would change our 
conditions, we would do it. In fact, we 
might to do it any way. We have sa- 
luted, carried, pledged to, and sere- 
naded (by anthem) the flag that ameri- 
can folk lore calls “old glory,” and our 
condition under the empire which 
hoists this banner, has, at best, re- 
mained the same. Indeed, if we look at 
what the US flag really represents, we 
see that “old glory” is not our glory. 





The American Nazi Party and 
white supremacist organizations 
across the country carry the american 
flag. The chief ally of the Nazi organi- 
zations is the Ku Klux Klan, which 
carries the Confederate flag and the 
american flag. Both of these flags 
along with the swastika, and the burn- 
ing cross are the primary symbols of 
white supremacy. 

Mississippi, Georgia and several 
other states are still occupied by white 
supremacist governments installed by 
the KKK and other white terrorist 
organizations. In these states the State 
flag is the Confederate Flag and it 
flies side by side with the Stars and 
Stripes of the US flag. This symbol- 
izes the reunion of white supremacy 
between the North and South. This 
reunion was achieved after a civil war 
was fought to determine which white 
power force would control the US 
economy. The North won, so the su- 
preme symbol of white supremacy is 
flown in Washington, D.C. by the 
United States Government, the most 
powerful white supremacist organiza- 
tion in the world.

BACKGROUND 

In July a Grand 
Jury in Chicago 
claimed it was in- 
vestigating death 
threats sent to the 
US attorney on 
phony John Brown 
Anti-Klan Commit- 
tee stationary. There 
were also two simi- 
lar letters, mailed on 
the same date, from 
the same post office, 
on the phoney let- 
terhead of another 
political group. 

The grand jury 
subpoenaed a 
JBAKC member 
from Chicago, Bob 
Wells, and a former 
JBAKC member 
from San Francisco, 
Camo Bortman, 
who is now an 


member of Prairie 
Fire Organizing 
Committee. The 
FBI admitted these 
two were selected 
merely because 
their names were on 
post office box 
rental forms. 

First the Grand 
Jury wanted testi- 
mony, fingerprints, 
hair samples, saliva, 
and copies of all our 
flyers and newspa- 
pers for the past six 
months. In the week 
after the subpoenas 
friends and support- 
ers sent a thousand 
letters and postcards 
to the judge de- 
manding that the 
subpoenas be 
dropped. This made 
the US Attorney 
drop all the de- 
mands except for copies of our leaf- 
lets and newspapers. We believe the 
FBI already has all the leaflets and 
newspapers they could ever want! 

JBAKC doesn’t believe in giving 
information to the FBI, police or other 
arms of the US government. These 
agencies are bent on destroying move- 
ments and organizations that oppose 
government policies and support 
revolutionary ideas—like defeating 
white supremacy and supporting 
Black liberation. 


JBAKC AND THE FBI 


Grand Jury prosecutors can de- 
mand information and jail people who 
refuse to give it. Grand Juries have 
been jailing political activists who 
won't collaborate for years. After 
much discussion we decided not to 
cooperate with the Grand Jury, even if 
Bob and Camo had to go to jail. 

This isn’t the first time JBAKC

members have resisted Grand Jury 
subpoenas. After the US invaded: 
newly independent Grenada in 1984 
activists bombed the US Capitol 
building in protest. JBAKC thought 
this was a fitting response to US 
agression against a socialist Black 
republic. We reprinted the statement 
from the activists in our newspaper. 
The entire Washington, DC chapter of 
JBAKC was subpoenaed to a Grand 
Jury investigating the bombing. 

The FBI wanted to know who our 
members worked with, what meetings 
they went to, who their friends were.

All the JBAKC members were jailed 
for over a year after they refused to 
collaborate with the FBI’s hunt for the 
activists. Another JB member was 
called to a 1984 Grand Jury investi- 
gating the Puerto Rican Independence 


Movement. He too refused to collabo- _ 


rate and was jailed for three months. 

JBAKC will not help the US gov- 
ernment attack progressive, radical 
and revolutionary movements. 


STOP POLITICAL GRAND 
JURIES! 

Government bodies have often 
used "investigations" to attack leftist 
political and social movements. 

During the McCarthy witch-hunts 
of the 1950s the House Un-American 
Activities Committee (HUAC) was 
the main vehicle for forced interroga- 
tion of leftists, gays and others. 

In the 1950s hundreds went to jail, 
lost their jobs or were blacklisted 
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because they refused to cooperate 
with HUAC. Despite these conse- 
quences, twice as many refused to 
collaborate as testified against their 
friends and co-workers. 

Puerto Rican Independence activ- 
ists have refused to collaborate with 
US investigations of their movement 
since the 1930s. In the 1960s students 
and teachers in the free speech and 
civil rights movements refused to sign 
loyalty oaths even when it meant 
losing Jobs or scholarships, and anti- 
war protesters fought for the principle 
of non-collaboration.

SAY NO! 
These activists 
found that the best 
policy for dealing 
with Grand Juries 
is a strategy of 
total non-collabo- 
ration. In the past 
some people tried 
answering a few 
questions and then 
stopping. They 
went to jail. Oth- 
ers tried giving 
handwriting or 
fingerprints but 
not talking. They 
went to jail. In 
every case the 
government got 
some information 
and sowed divi- 
sion and distrust 
in our ranks. 
Total non-col- 
laboration doesn't 
guarantee that 
you'll stay out of 
jail, but it denies 
the FBI the "gift" 
of your coopera- 
tion. Since the 
grand jury uses 
the threat of jail to 
coerce testimony, 
refusing to coop- 
erate can be an ef- 
fective tactic for 
staying out of jail; 
it shows that you 
won't be bullied. 
Now most 
people agree the 
best way to render Grand Juries use- 
less to the government and harmless 
to the movement is complete non-co- 
operation. No testimony, no finger- 
prints, no records, no newspapers— 
nothing to help the system hurt us! 


A POWERFUL RESPONSE 
Resisting this grand jury took two 
months and lots of work from lots of 
people. We did media campaigns, 
spoke to political groups, held com- 
munity meetings and demonstrations. 
We published an open letter with more 
than 200 signatures in the Guardian 
and Gay Community News. All these 
things stengthened the anti-racist 
movement, drew attention to the FBI's 
repressive tactics, and pressured the 
| US Attorney to drop the subpoenas. 
On September 25, 1989, the US 
Attorney sheepishly stated he no 
longer needed JBAKC’s flyers and 
newspapers. J

On September 11, 1989 longtime. 
progressive attorney, Linda Backiel, 
was subpoenaed to provide docu- 
ments, which she does not possess, to 


-a grand jury in Philadelphia, investi- 


gating the 1985 bail jumping and dis- 
appearance of political activist Eliza- 
beth Ann Duke. Arrested and charged 
with possession of explosives in May 
1985, Elizabeth Duke, a former mem- 
ber of the John Brown Anti-Klan 
Committee, was denied bail and held 
under the Reagan administrations new 
Preventative Detention Act. 

- In Linda Backiel’s words, “I was 
horrified by the ‘preventative deten- 
tion’ of a woman with no criminal 
convictions, a clear dedication to 
social justice and a strong commit- 
ment to struggle against the violent 
racism of the Ku Klux Klan in her 
native Texas. I was alarmed by the 
casual use of the term "terrorism" to 
denote leftist opposition to U.S. gov- 
ernment policies." 

Backiel and many others in the po- 
litical and legal communities cam- 
paigned to have Duke released on bail 
and were successful. The court agreed 
to release her in the custody of her 
attorney. Four other homes, including 


Linda Bapt S, were also designated 


; pre se residences. 

In October 1985, Elizabeth Duke 
disappeared, leaving several letters 
indicating that she had left voluntarily 
to continue her political work. Now, 
four years later, the Federal Govern- 
ment is using the grand jury to harass 
the progressive lawyers in Philadel- 
phia who dared oppose preventative 
detention and opened their homes to a 
political activist who, for her own 
reasons, is now a fugitive. 

For Linda Backiel and many others 
non collaboration with government 
inquisitions is a matter of principle. 
Linda states, “The abuses of the grand 
jury’s awesome powers must stop 
somewhere. I have decided they will 
stop in this case, with me.. 

Linda Backiel i is no stranger to. 
political grand j juries. From 1976 to 
1980 she was staff-attorney for the 
National Lawyers Guild Grand Jury 
Project. In that capacity and later, 
Linda worked on behalf of every 
peoples movement that came under 
grand jury attack. These include cases 
from the the Puerto Rican, American 
Indian, Black Liberation, Chicano/ 
Mexicano, women's and lesbian lib- 
eration, white anti-imperialist and 
prison reform movements. 

With such a history, the govern- 
ment knows that Linda will neither 
cooperate with nor be coerced by a 
grand jury subpoena. The FBI's pur- 
pose in this case is to drive a wedge 
between progressive attorney's and 
their clients—to frighten lawyers who 
might represent political activists.

them in the enginehouse which he 
used as the base of operations. By 
4:00 a.m., October 17, Brown had 
completed the first phase of his plan. 
Then Brown made a fatal error— 

he waited. He wanted to use the raid 
on Harper's Ferry to accomplish three 
Objectives: first, to seize B 

as many guns from the 
federal armory as pos- 
sible; second, to use his 
control of Harper's 
Ferry as an opportunity 
to recruit the town's 
1,250 free Blacks and 
88 slaves to his army; 
third, to use the raid as 
propaganda which 
would inspire sympa- 
thetic whites to under- 
take other bold actions 
against slavery, giving 
Black people a sign of 
white support, and 
striking teiror into the 
hearts of slaveholders. 

This would explain 
why he stayed holed up 
in the armory the next 
day, rather than striking 
quickly and moving out 
victoriously. 

By mid-day, the 
militia marched into 
Harper's Ferry and sealed off Brown's 
escape routes. Before dark, the militia 
was joined by troops from the U.S. 
Marines, commanded by Robert E. 
Lee. Brown's fighters, spread 
throughout Harper's Ferry, kept up a 
constant barrage against the surround- | 
ing forces, but it was only a matter of ~ 
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This is the government who’s seat 
of power is the white house, occupied 
by a white man, surrounded by a Sen- 
ate consisting of 99 whites and one 
white-thinking Hawaiian, a House of 
Representatives with over 400 whites 
and not enough New Afrikans to even 
independently approve a recess, and a 
Supreme Court loaded with eight 
whites and one New Afrikan judge, 
who is in excess of 80 years old. Most 
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time until they were captured. At 7:00 


a.m., October 18, Lee's troops 


stormed the building capturing Brown 


and the others. Eight of Brown's sol- 
diers had been killed in the battle, 
seven had escaped. 


TREASON 
In the month after the raid, John 
Brown and five other men were in-

THE US FLAG 

Some say that the Klan, the Nazis 
and other racists are misrepresenting 
the US flag's true heritage. But a look 
at this heritage would suggest that this 
is a difficult position to support. 

The same flag was first flown by a 
white settler state which supported 













up by Abolitionists calling for a free 
state for Black people. 
Rather than fighting to free the 
Black nation, the Civil War was 
| fought to unify the white nation. 
Black soldiers were disarmed after the 
war, the Klan rode, and slavery was 
exchanged for the domination of Jim 
Crow, sharecropping, and segregation. 
John Brown's raid on Harper's 
Ferry was a political success, how-

Brown and his followers as traitors

ers. In fact, the first president of the 
USA, George Washington, was a slave 
Owner, as was Thomas Jefferson, the 
author of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence which gave the USA its birth. 
Under this banner the US has com- 
mitted genocide of Native American 
Nations, pillaged their communities 
and stolen their land. Under the same 
banner the US stole the upper portion 
of Mexico and all of Hawaii, colo- 
nized Puerto Rico, A-bombed J apan, 
invaded Vietnam, the Dominican 
Republic, Nicaragua, Grenada, and 
bombed Lybia. It has also aided the 


| pillage and colonization of Afrika. 


Thus the American flag is not only 
a symbol of slavery and white su- 
premacy in North America, but it is 
internationally seen as a symbol of 
political and military domination, 
imperialism and exploitation. 

There is nothing sacred about the 
United States of America as a govern- 
ment or an empire, and none of its 
symbols are sacred. 

We have the right to take the terri- 
tory, the wealth and the technology 
which our labor and genius developed 


and produced and to establish our own | 


government on Blackbelt territory that 
rightfully belongs to us and to call it 
what we want. We have a right to fly 
our own flag, operate our own eco- 
nomic system, sing our own national 
anthem, to have our own symbols and 
to do anything else necessary for our 
freedom and prosperity.

Recently a white mob attacked a 
black protester who was burning an 
american flag. As they did they yelled 
“burn the nigger, not the flag.” The 
protestor, not the mob was arrested.

Waving pictures of aborted fetuses 
with one hand and clutching a hymnal 
in the other, hundreds of Christians, 
neat, clean and dressed in pastels, 
kneeling and sitting in front of a 
women's health clinic.

THE CHRISTIAN RIGHT 


From the privacy of the TV to the 
publicity of the front page, to the 
clinic down the street, the Christian 
Right is gaining in size, influence and 
visibility. Some of this visibility, like 
the very un-Christian fall of Jim and 
Tammy Bakker and Jimmy Swaggart, 
has reinforced a popular view of the 
evangelical born-again Christian 
movement as brain-washed, pam- 
phlet-pushing Americans led by 
money-grubbing polyester-suited 
charlatans. 

This illusion is dangerous, tending 
to discount the size and impact of the 
Religious Right and the threat it poses 
to any open, tolerant or humanistic 
elements of our society.
